The plan possesses a number of 
distinctive features which arc of 
interest to university students. In 
the first place, only a little train- 
ing is done during the miivcrsity 
term. This avoids the danger of 
interfering with the academic work 
^f COTC members. The winter 
courses consist of lectures in Eco- 
nomics.; Geography, and Military 
Science, and do not exceed a total 
of forty hours per winter. 

GOOD PAY 

Secondly, the summer cour.^cs arc 

^Sufficiently long to solve the stu- 
dent's summer employment prob- 
lem. These courses arc of up to 
four months duration, and while 
taking, such a course, the student 
is paid as a second lieutenant at 
the rate of SM3.00 n mnnlli plus 
))oard, lodging, clothing and travel- 
ling expenses. 

Also, where possible, tlic summer 
courses arc related to the student's 
university studies. For example 
students of engineering can obtain 
a good deal of uscfuls knowledge 
and experience in tlic Royal Cana- 
dian Engineers, Royal Canadian 
Electrical iind Mechanical Engin- 
eer.*, or Royal Canadian Corp.s of 
Signals. Courses for a medical or 
a dental student. In the RCAMC 
or .OCDC run parallel, to a con 
siderable degree, to the year in 
which he is studying nt university 
and culminate, in the third year of 
training with a period of attach 
ment to a hospital, or for dental 
students, a dental clinic. 

TYPICAL rnoGRAAr 

For the student who enrolls this 

year, service In the COTC would 
follow along these general lines: 

After malting application, the 
student is given a medical examin 
ation, personnel (élection test and 
is interviewed by a Personnel Of- 
ficer. If he appears to meet the 
basic requirements, he appears be- 
fore the McGill Officers Selection 
Board wlierc selection is on a com- 
petitive basl.?. 
y. If tlic applicant is. accepted for 
enrolment he is so advised, and 
granted the status of second Ilcutcn* 
•nt as an officer cadet Durins the 
remainder of the term, besides com- 
pleting documentation, he attends 



school of the corps In which he is 
enrolled. There, he completes the 
first practical phase of his training, 
or up to four months depending 
again on the corps he has chosen. 
On his return to university, he 
taices the fir^t forty hour theoreti- 
cal course. 

After a fccoml suiimicr and a 
second winter courfc the COTC 
member Is then qualified for the 
ranic of lieutenant In the Reserve 
Force or Supplementary reserve. 
COMAnSSIONED 

If he has been successful to this 

point, he may return to his corps 
cchool. or £ome other establishment 
for a third practical phase, which 
is designed to qualify him as a cap- 
tain, reserve force, or lieutenant in 
the Active Force subject to further 
training. 

Thus the student who completes 
the COTC training program, be- 
sides gaining for himself the ad- 
vantages of good summer pay, 
trainiiiK tliat is of practical value 
to him, and many useful contacts 
with students from other univers! 
ties, prepares himself for a useful 
role as a commissioned officer in 



Churchinice 
Aid Caiicer 
Researchers

"There is nothing poor about the 
church mice in the church-lccturc- 

hall on College Street," begins a re- 
cent dispatch from the University of 
Toronto's news room. "In fact, they 
arc probably the best fed mice in 
the city." 

Concurrent with . the Montreal 
cancer research program to be cen- 
tred in the Donner Building, which 
opens officially tomorrow, the figlit 
against cancer is going on in medi- 
cal centres all across Canada. Hence 
the church mice on Church Street, 
Toronto. For they arc an integral 
part of the Toronto cancer study 
program. 

Their bed fellows arc chickens 
and flics. In the basement of the 
church there Is a full scale animal 
hospital complete witli a trained 
nurse to put the animals to .sleep. 
They would probably be the liap- 
picst beasts in the kingdom if most 
of them weren't prepared to be the 
early victims of cancer. 

Scientific accuracy is stressed In 
all the experimentation. The cages 
are sterilized weekly. The animals 
receive a balanced diet. 

Dr. W. R. Franks, in charge of the 
study, feels that he and his co- 
workers have come a long way since 
the beginnins of cancer research. 
He is in steady conference with sim- 
ilar experimenters all over the 
world. They have found a way for 
example to make two out of every 
three chickens immune to cancer — 
the other one dies. 

It is encouraging findings like 
these say researchers which prompt 
enthusiasm for research on the part 
of medical men. The Donner Build-

With .summer naval training over, 
the program for tlic University year 
will gel mulcr way on Wednesday, 
Oct. I3tli. Reports of the summer's 
training indicate that it will be a 
more experienced group who re- 
turn to' H.M.C.S. "Donnacona", 
Montreal's Naval Reserve Division, 
than that which left it in May. The 
.summer's Irainliii: lias given the 
U.N.T.D. botli specialized and gen 
nrol training nt sea and ashore, on 
iric~N^«t-Wd-U'(Bt'" eôasl*ha<-al bases 
and with a cruiser of the Royal 
Navy. 

Some six .students from McGill 
and U. of M. received their sum 
mer's training— including a cruise 
from Bermuda to Esquimait through 
Ihc Panama Canal — aboard the 
cruiser H.M.S. "SheffleM". flagship 
of the America and West Indies 
Squadron of the Royal Navy. Others 
picked up their "cruiser time" in 
H.M.CS. "Ontario" of tlio Can.idian 
Navy. There were many other op- 
portunities to get to.sea and several 
specialized courses for tUo U.N.T.D. 
ashore such as the Supply and Sec- 
retariat course given at H.M.C.S.

Youthful Freshman, Class, 
Contrasts with Veterans' Era

The accent was on youth at Mc- 
Gill Wednesday as one of the largest 
bodies of wide-eyed freshmen and 

freshcttcs" in the history of the 
university were registered and 
welcomed In Sir Arthur Currie 
Gymnasium. 

University authorities noted with 
mixed feelings of satisfaction and 
apprehension tlic preponderance of 
IC- . to 18-year-olds as contrasted 
with this freshmen classes of the 
past few years which were heavily 
weighted with older, serious-mind- 
ed and sometimes even grim-visag- 
ed cx-servicc men and women. 

For the veterans in most cases 
lÛe was real, life was earnest. 
Frequently they were married and 
had family responsibilities. Almost 
always their main purpose was to 
"get through" as quickly as possible 
and begin to earn a living. Combat 
veterans particularly were inclined 
to bo scornful of the "childish" 
social activities of their younger 
classmates; Only as they moved into 
the second, third and fourth years 
did they tend to' lose their initial 
chip-on-the-shoulder attitude and 
enter more into "college life." 

The fresh-faced young ladies, and 



the gangling, somewhat apprehen- 
sive aria self-conscious "|ncn" who 
registered yesterday were, however, 
cast much . more in ' the . classic 
freshman mould and from, this 
sprang the mixed satisfaction and 
apprehension of the authorities. 

Satisfaction came from the fact 
that teen-aged freshmen were, 
after all the normal rather than the 
exceptional thing at university and 
their educational, social and spiri-

Against The Wind

In a recent copy of the Oversea.^ 
•Mail there appcircd a brief an- 
ncunc'mcnt of the number of men 
and women who died as a result of 
their sabotage activity for the Al- 
lies during the latest war. There 
were names and the occupations of 
some of these saboteurs, and there 
was something Implicitly movinR 
in the bare little article. Mile .\; 
schoolmistress: Julie Y, $canislres.s: 
Andre Z, clerk: nil of thcni moved 
by patriotism and all possessed of 
the particularly cold type of cour- 
age that their tasks as destroyers of 
the enemy's war potential demand- 
ed. 

To make a film of the work of 
these saboteurs was to face a temp- 
tation either lo play It for all its 
heroic value or to present a docu- 
mentary, which sometimes lack.<i n 
very, necessary touch of humanity. 
Charles Criehton has effected a 
very excellent compromise. He has 
directed the cast of Against the 
Wind with that understatement 



that chnracterues ihc better Eng- 
lish movies; each actor plays his 
role with such complete plausibility 
and naturalness that it is almost 
impossible to realize that one is 
watching a mere performance; and 
a deed of courage emerges as just 
that, never as cold melodrama or 
blazing heroics. The story is mere- 
ly an episode, there is no happy 
ciidmK, not even a respite for the 
workers, their job continues. The 
pattern is clear, theirs was just a 
part that went to make up the 
whole of victory. 

The photography is clear cut and 
imacinative, and the Belslum locale 
has an air of nuthentirity, for which 
however I am not in a position to 
vouch. 

To sum up, this is a thoroughly 
worthwhile film, and although the 
place has become almo.it a tawdry 
thing, it is only the bitterest cynic 
who can fall to be moved by a nar- 
ration of the courage that made it 
possible.

Professor Fieldhouse had some 
fatherly advice aboilt overdoing 
extra-curricular activities. 

"ncmcmber," he said, "that most 
ot the things that make up extra- 
curricular activities can be had out- 
side the university and long after 
you have left the university. 

"A university training can only 
be had here and now and it seems 
unwise to put your chief emphasis 
on what can be got elsewhere and 
not on what can only be had at this 
particular point in your lives," he 
added. "Wo needn't be solemn 
about it but a university training, 
even today, is still the privilege of 
a fortunate minority and it seems 
a pity not to use it for what it was 
chiefly meant to give." 

Even Bob Gill, president ot the 
Student's Society, struck the solemn 
note. • 

"Never neglect your studies," he 
said. "Work hard. Head all you can. 
Make the most of everything."
